British Admirals, 


The oxploits of British admirals are 
popular, and tellin all ranks of society. 
‘Their sayings and doings stir British blood 
like the sound of a trumpet; and if the 
Indian Empire, the trade of London, and 
all the outward and visible ensigns of our 
greatness should pass away, wo should 
still leave behind us a durable monument 
of what we were in these sayings and 
doings of the British Admirals. Duncan, 
lying off the Texel with his own flag-ship, 
the ** Venerable,” and only one other ves- 
sel, heard that the whole Dutch fleet was 
putting tosea. He told Captain Hotham 
to anchor alongside ot him in the narrow- 
est part of the channel, and fight his ves- 
sel till she sank, “I have taken the 
depth of the water,’ added he, ‘‘and when 
the ‘Venerable’ goes down, my flag will 
still fly.” And you observe that this is no 
naked Viking in « prehistoric period; but 
a Scotch member of Parliament, with a 
smattering of the classics, a telescope, a 
cocked hat of great size, and flannel under- 
clothing. In the same spirit, Nelson wont 
into Abovkir with six colors flying; so that 
even if five were shot away, it should not 
be imagined he had struck. He too must 
needs wear his four stars outside his ad- 
miral’s frock, to be a butt for sharpshooters. 
“In honor I gained them,’ he said to ob- 
jectors, adding with sublime illogicality, 
“in honor I wi'l die with thom.’ Captain 
Douglas, of the ‘* Royal Oak,” whon the 
Dutch fired his vessel in the Thames, sont 
his men ashore, but was burned along with 
her himself rather than desert his post 
without orders. Just thon, perhaps, the 
“Merry Monarch’’ was chasing a moth 
round the supper-table with the ladies of 
his court. When Raleigh sailed into Cadiz 
and all the forts and ships opened fire on 
him at once, he scorned to shoot a gun, but 
made answer with» flourish of insulting 
trumpets. I like this bravado better than 
the wisest dispositions to insure victory ; 
it comes from the heart and goes to it. 
God has made nobler heroos, but he 
never made a finer gentloman than 
Walter Raleigh, And og our Admir- 
als wero full of heroic superstitions, and 
had a strutting and vain-glorious style to 
fight, so they discovered a startling oager- 
ness for battle, and courted war like a 
mistress. When tho nows came to Essox 
before Cadiz that the attaok had been de- 
cided, he throw his hat inthe sea. It is 
in this way that a school-boy hears of a 
half-holiday; but this was a boarded man 
of great possessions who had just beon 
allowod to risk his life. Bonbow cov'd not 
lie still in his bunk after he had lost his 
log; ho must be on deck in a basket to 
direct and animate the fight. I said they 
loved war like » mistross; yot I think there 
are not many mistresses we should continue 
to woo under similar circumstances. 
Trowbridge went ashore with the ‘Ou''od- 
en,” and was able to take no part in the 
battle of the Nile. ‘The morits of that ship 
and her gallant captain, wrote Nolson to 
the Admiralty,are too well knewn to benefit 
by anything I could say. Her misfortune 
was groat in gotting aground, while her 
naoro fortunate companions were in the full 
tide of happiness. ‘his isa notable ox- 
prossion, and depicts the whole great- 
hearted, big-spoken stock ot the British 
Admirals to a hair.

Dreadful Murders by a Sailor. 

A frightful tragedy occurred recently at 
Llingilly, near Newport, a small village in 
Wales, by which aman named Watkins 
and his family, in all five persons, were 
murdered in a most inhuman manner. A 
lad passing near the scene of the tragedy 
shortly after the occurrence gave informa- 
tion to the police, who at once repaired to 
the scone of the murder. Tho house is one 
of the kind usually-occupied by farm labor- 
ers, situated in its own garden’ by tho side 
of the road, jong. way from any other 
building. Tho police found the bodies of 
Watkins and his wife just outside of their 
dwelling, hacked in a fearful manner, ap- 
parently with a shoomaker's‘knife. It was 
also found that the murderer had endea- 
vored to cover up his tracks by setting fire 
to the house to prevent all hopes of dis- 
covery. On entering they found the beds 
still smouldering with fire. 

Ono child (a girl) was lying with her 
head between a box and the bedstead,quite 
dead; another child was found under the 
bed on its face, and the third in the inner 
room with his throat cut. ‘Tho ffrst-named 
child had two stabs on its shoulders at the 
back, alsoa protuberanco of the bowels 
from its right side, while the child in the 
inner room was eee calmly on its back, 
and had» been stabbed. All the deceased, 
more especially the second child, wero 
severely burnt, and it appears that the 
eldest, who had wounds in the back, must 
have gone to the window for the purpose 
of raising an alarm, when the miscreants, 
whover they may be, stabbed her, and pre- 
vonted her from giving an alarm. Tho 
wounds on the children ee apeently 
much more severe than those inflicted on

ticles granulated. Keep allthe milk vessols

A duty on grain would deprive Cana- 
dians of the trade they are now doing by 
purchasing wheat, oats and other grains in 
the United States, bringing them into this 
country, manufacturing a portion into 
flour, and exporting the whole with our 
surplus crop to thé European market. 

Canaila possesses the most direct route 
between the Western States and the mar- 
kets of Europe; and Western grain will 
be sent by the cheapest and most direct 
route unless the Tory Protection Tariff is 
imposed on it. If this scheme succeeds 
Western produce will go to the seaboard 
throngh American territory. 

Our merchants and manufacturers would, 
by the imposition or a duty on grain, be 
deprived of tho profits they now obtain 
from handling American wheat, flour and 
other grains; and our railroads and canals 
would loso.the profits of carrying the same 
to the seaboard.

All About It. 


The dispute between Judge Coursol and 
the Quebec Government is fully explained. 
Tt would seom that Judge Coursol wanted 
no less than $20 a day for his own services 
in the proposed Sherbrooke yolunteer shoot- 
ing investiggtion—an absurd sum to ask, 
and especially considering that when his 
friends were in power in Quebec he never 
got more than $10 per day for holding any 
such enquiries. In order to facilitate the 
enquiry, and as matters were pressing, the 
Government agreed to this, however. But 
then the Judge wanted two lawyers, an 
Orangeman and a Catholio,to see fair play, 
to the tune of $20 or $25 per day, each. 
The enquiry,he;thought would last ten days, 
and taking into account expenses of wit- 
nesses, &c., cost about $1,000. This 
amount seemed alittle too much in the 
time of economy and empty treasuries, and 
so the Government told the Judge to go on 
with the enquiry in the usual course of his 
duty, but getting the $20 por diom he de- 
manded, He returned to Montreal and 
has done nothing since. Judge Coursol at 
first claimed that without counsel he would 
really appear in the capacity of Crown 
prosecutor, which would be inconsistent 
with his position as Judge. Now that he 
has resigned, this objectioncannot be again 
urged.

Another Heayy Storm Yesterday. 


UNPRECEDENTED FALL OF HAIL IN THE 
COUNTY OF PETE RBORO'—BUILDINGS LEVEL- 
LED AND UNROOFED BY THE WIND, 


Norwoop, Aug. 8.—About 2:30 this after- 

noon thunder, accompanied by a heavy 
hail and wind storni,passod over this place, 
the ground fora short time being white 
with hail. Many of the stones measured 
from 6 to 20 inches in circumferance, and 
weighing from 4 to 800z. Much alarm 
was caused during its continuance in the 
village, Considerable glass has been broken 
and gardens destroyed, and it is feared 
that much damage to the crops throughout 
the distriet will be reported.

CASUALTIES IN THIS SECTION, 


At the time the item elsewhere was 
written, we had not heard of any dam- 
age to persons or property being dono in 
and around the city, but have since learn- 
od of a great many. There is no doubt, 
whatever, the storm was the most severe 
we have ever had, and was such as to 
make the most stout-hearted quail. Tho 
most danger seems to have boen done at 
an early hour this morning, andis not con- 
fined to the lightning only, but to wind as 
well. 

At Ferry Point the wind broke on them 
in all its fury, and two houses were blown 
down, but, strange to say, no one. was in- 
jured. Fences were blown over, and roots, 
such as cabbages, turnips, &c., torn from 
the groundjand earried long distances. 

The house of Police Sergeant McOrud- 
den was struck this morning, the electric 
current splitting three rafters, and tearing 
up astrip of shingles down the front part 
of the roof, and from thence along one of 
the windows, tearing off part of the casing 
and breaking several panes of glass, 

At the station two other houses were 
struck, neither of which caught fire, but 
both were damaged to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

A number of other accidents have beon 
reported to us, only one of which is of a 
serious nature. A young fellow named 
Seods, living on the Plains, while ‘passing 
along the street with a saw and adze over 
his shoulder, was struck and forva’ time 
was knocked senseless.) A man named 
David Murray, while hoeing potatoes in his 
garden was' knocked down ‘and did. not 
recoyer for some time. Mrs. Robexrt- Weese, 
while doing something in her garden, was 
also prostrated, and Policeman McCoy, 
while lighting a fire in his stove got a very 
bad shock. 

The barn of Wm. Biggel, 2nd concession 
of Thurlow, was struck and took fire, but 
the fire was put ont before much damage 
was done. E 

The house of W. E, Thompson, Concess- 
ion Road, was struck by lightning about 
8:20, m. There were three persons in 
the house, all of whom felt the shock, bu 
none of them were seriously injured. Th 
house was badly damaged. 

In various parts of the city fruit an 
ornamental trees were broken off o1 split 
down.

pest'information I can get, tho salaries of 
the male teachers stand as follows:—No. 1 
School, Head-master, $500, according to 
agreement, but now I am informed that 
the Committe on Appointments propose to 
add $50 to his salary, making it $550. 

The noxt is No. 2 School, salary $600, a 
reduction of $100. It was formerly $700. 
Apparently, theaim of the Trustees was to 
practice a little economy by taking $100 
from the salary of the Head Master of No. 
2 school, and incronsing the salaries of other 
toachérs to the amount of $400 or $500,and 
had tho Trustees stopped there, not much 
harm would have been done; but I am 
told five or six or perhaps more teachers 
got an increase of salaries. No 8 School, 
the salary of the Head Master was increased 
to $650 this year. No. 4 School,the salary 
is $750. No.5 School, the salary of the 
Head Master was'$500, but like the rest 
when he found how extremely liberal the 
Trusteos wore with public money, he, by 
the usual mode, got his salary increased 
$50 ; and you will observe that in the pub- 
lic schools we have only one male teacher 
for each school, who is Head Master. Tho 
other teachers are all females, and I ob- 
serve that this year their salaries have beon 
increased in most cases $50 each. Now 
sir, I would like to ask, how it is, that 
Teachers’ salaries must be increased year 
after year for performing the same duties, 
while our business men, mechanics and a!l 
other employees haye had to submit toa 
reduction of wages of at least 25 per 
cent. on their salaries or income? Do 
you, iniagine, sir, that if our Trustees had 
to pay this money out of their own pockets 
instead of the T'ax-payors, that they would 
be so liberal with their own money. Not 
at all, Sir. 

They would do exactly as they have done 
with their own business, and reduce the 
pay of their employees during these hard 
times; and besides the cost of living now is 
from 25 to 80 per cent.lower than it was 
when the salaries of our teachers were es- 
tablished; consequently, to pay the old sal- 
aries to our teachers as formerly, is equal 
to an advance of at least 25 to 30 »wr cent. 
But, instead of allowing the salarivs of our 
teachers to remain as,formerly,our l'custees 
hayo actually increased the salaries of 
those same teachers this year from 10 to 
12 per cent. When is this increase of sal- 
ary to end? 

Tho matter rests with the tax-payers 
themselves. If they would pay some at- 
tention to the election of their school trus- 
tees, and elect men who had somo interest 
in the city and who managed their own 
business successfully. These matterscould 
easily be checked, as seven Public School 
Trustees and two High School Trustees 
have to retire each yoar, and the extrava- 
gant ones could soon be disposed of.

Wi''am Taylor, scalp wound from a bv'lot 
on the head ; Policeman MoKenns, hit on 
the anklo by a bullet: William Williamson, 
two bullet holos through his hat i Police- 
men Mitchell and Kelly, struck by stonos 
and considerably hurt. Windows were 
smashed in houses whoro parties sought 
refuge. ‘Ton participants in the rows were 
arrostod. They will como up for trial to- 
day.

Therefore 4 
taux upon artiolos which are not exclusively the 
manufacture of the U: dd States, would bea 
tax upon tho samo articles from Great Britain 
or any othor country, This being the fact tho 
wnwiseness of a retaliatory policy can very read 
ily be understood by all int odin trade, 
and that of course includes every class, 

Let ua loook at the matter for a moment 
The adoption of the United States tariff means 
on manufactures of cotton from 88 to 71 per 
cont, ad valorem, instead of 174 as at present 
enacted; on canvass 35 per cont. instead of 5; on 
jinens, 85 por cent. instead of 174 jon tarred 
cables and ccrdage, 80 per gent. instead of by 
ou bar iton, from 64} to 714} por o onty ‘Tnetend 
of 5; on chain cables, 76} instead of\being free;

This is admitted by bir John 
Macdonald, Sir Francis Hincks, and all ex- 
perienced men who understand the 
business. 

Fact 8.—The two preceeding facts apply 
to the Yankeo farmer as well as to the 
Canadian, so that our Canadian farmers 
get precisely the same price for their pro- 
duce that the Amorican farmere do for 
thoirs. 

Fact 4.—The above facts being establish- 
od, it must follow that no protective duties 
placed on these products can affect our 
prices to any appreciable extent. This ig 
shown by the fact that Canadian farmers 
have at present a protective duty of 80 per 
cent. on cheese and butter, and so little 
dogs it affect tho price of these artieles that 
hardly one manin a thonsand in Oanada 
is aware that we haye such high protective 
duties on them, 

Now let the intelligent farmer ask him- 
self what possible benefit is to be derived 
by him from protection ? What is he going 
to gain by itis the price of his products is 
not going to be raised.

A telegram from Cambridge, Ohio, to a 
western paper tells this story:—This city

A certain Professor Busy de- 
clared his intention to walk from one side 
of the square to the other in mid-airnaked, 
and without artificial aid. All Paris 
turned out and spent an unsheltered after-’ 
noon in g terrific rain storm, to be dis- 
appointed. Next year another swindler 
hired a court yard in the Rue de Temple, 
and got five frances a head from 1,70 
people, who wanted to see him burned 
alive in acharcoal furnace, and afterward 
reapper, Phonix-like, in the smoke from 
the chimney. This pers onage found a 
rival a month later ina man who promised 
fo publicly convert himself into a 
stew, acting as his own butcher and cook, 
and then serving himself, done to a turn, 
around to his audience in the guise of a 
waiter When the rage for mesmerism was 
at its height, a so-styled Professor Missmer 
(not the imitation) called for 10,000 people 
to assemble in the Camp de Mars and be 
mesmerized by him in three simple motions 
alter which they would be {able to go about 
exercising the new force by themselves. 
Three times the number called for paid half 
# france apiece for the pleasure of learning 
that they had been swindled out of the gate 
money. This hoax led to a horrible catas- 
trophe, for the people who were victimized 
began, as usual, to fight among{thomselves, 
and in the disturbance twenty-one women 
and nearly fifty children were maimed or 
suffocated. 


A TALENTED TULIP. 


Daring the tulip mania in Holland an 
advertisement extensively circulatedthrough 
the Lower Countries lured hundreds to the 
place noted in it, which|we are sorry tosay, 
for decency’s sake, was the cesspool into 
which the filth and garbage of the village 
was emptind. The prospectus stated that 
4 certain Herr Ghabbelkramme,of the town 
of Grendigen, a gentleman gardener, had 
accidently at tho full ofthe lucky moon,in 
the month of October,on anightwhen seven 
stars fell at once, been attracted into his 
garden by a species tot faintand unearthly 
music. ‘This he found to be caused by the 
Passage of the wind through the petals and 
pistils of an enormous tulip which had 
gtown up since sundown in the middle of 
the chief flower-bed. ‘he marvellous flower 
In question was of a variegated scarlet,bluo, 
Green, black and yellow tint, and its hues 
Were phosphorescent, illuminating the 
Vicinity like a powerful lantern. By day 
it assumod the semblance of a cabbage, but 
as it thon sank to rest it bloomed regular- 
ly into supernatural glory. 

So idiotic was the popular beliof in this 
apocryphal flower, that thousands of letters 
offering tho most lavish prices for the floral 
treasure, flowed in onGhabbelkramms who 
was the village big butcher. Most of them 
aro preserved tothis day in the musoum at 
Delft. 

Buta volume would scarcely serve to 
contain tho list of similar examplos.

The same men insist that it is the produ- 
cer who pays the duty, and illustrate their 
argument this way:—A farmer, who sold 
his horse to the Yankees, would get only 
$80 for an animal worth on the other side 
of the line $100, the balanco going to the 
Custom House offices. Suppose the farmer 
invests his $80 in American tweed or other 
kinds of goods, how will the record stand ? 
The Government Blue Book would show it 
thus :— 

Exports—Horses from Ontario $100 
Imports —Tweed into Ontario, 80 

Now, according to this transaction the 
balance of trade is $20 in fayor of Canada, 
because wo have exported more than we 
imported. But if we go to the farmer who 
has sold his $100 horse and got but $80 
worth of tweeds in return, he will tell us 
that he is $20 out of pocket by tho trans- 
action. Logically, then, eitherthe balance 
of trade theory or that ot who pays the 
duty is incorrect. Ono of them must be, 
and we are satisfied that, from the Tory 
standpoint both are decidedly erroneous. 

The price of any article is determined by 
several co-operating conditions, such as 
the supply in the home market, in relation 
to the demand ; the demand from abroad ; 
the abundance or scarcity of money in cir 
culation; andeven by the value of other 


products. But, whatever the value may bey 
the buyer pays and the seller receives oxact- 


regulated as above stated.

RECIPROCITY QUESTION RE.OPE 
A PROPOSITION FROM WASHINGTON,

(Cablegram to the Glebe.) 
FE Lonpon, Aug. 27. 


Tho Times founds an editorial on an al- 
together trustworthy communication from 
its Philadelphia correspondent, that Ameri- 
cans desire to renew negotiations for a re- 
ciprocity treaty with Canada :—'‘Secretary 
Evart's real object in opening a correspon- 
dence with the British Foreign Office about 
the Halifax fisheries award is probably to 
put the award and the now reciprocity 
treaty together, so as to obtain a ‘nogotia- 
tion of the latter at the samo time as the 
former is liquidated. The freedom of fiscal 
legislation concedod the Canadian Goy- 
ornmont has been apparently unlimited,yet 
there is ono direction in which it would 
seem restricted. We havo allowed Cana- 
da, as the other colonies, complete freedom 
in the settlement of its tariff. The Do- 
minion freely imposed protective duties on 
imports from the United Kingdom. Our 
merchants and manufacturers are mot 
with a hostile tariff on St. Lawrence, as 
they are in Australia, but differential du- 
ties conferring advantages of a special na- 
ture have neyer been proposed. 

It is at loast doubtful whethor they could 
sanction it consistonly with our treaty ob- 
ligations. Wo hayein many a commercial 
troaty introduced “tho most favored na- 
tion” clause, and the Crown is plodged to 
countries with which such treaties aro sub- 
sisting that no advantage shall be given to 
any other country to their detriment. If 
commodities from the States were suffered 
tobe imported into Canada duty free 
which would be liable to duty when im- 
ported from I'ranco, from Italy, from Gor- 
many, stipulation of the “favoured nation” 
clause would appear to bo broken, and it 
is not easy to soc how this obstacle to 
the Washington proposal could 
mounted. With the utmost willingness on 
our part that Canada should freely consider 
it, whether apart from tho question of our 
treaty obligations there would be any dis- 
position in Canada to assent to the pro- 
posal of the United States Governmont is

In Canada so far as 
we kpow, there is not one idle mill, yet the 
woolen manufacturors of the United States 
enjoy » projection tarifi ranging from 68 to 
85 per cent.

solved, straining it after,and bottle it. Then 
I preserve the skins and keep till summer 
for flavoring my citron, or watermelon 
peel which my family think is the best 

reserves wo have. Tho lemon skin must 

je soaked in salt and water, and if not 
perfectly tender, boiled again, then boil 
slowly in a good thick syrup. 

Essxnce or Cutoken.—In a case of ex- 
treme sickness, when it is important that 
what little nourishment the patient can 
take should be likely condensed, the fol- 
lowing is an excellent mode for concentrat- 
ing, in a small compass, all the nutrative 
proportios of the chicken: After picking 
the chicken, sprinkle a little salt over it 
and cut out pieces as if forfrying. Put the 
piecos in a small glass jar, or wide mouthod 
bottle, stop it tight, and put itin a pot of 
cold water, gradually heating the latter till 
it boils. Let the jar of chicken 
remain in the water till the juices are 
well oxtracted, then pour them off for the 
patient. 

Canntna Frurr.—Many do not know 
that hot fruit can be putin cold glass jars 
without breaking. Place an _ ordinary 
tablospoon , silver coated or pewter, in the 
jar, or can,before putting in tho hot berrios 
cherries or anything thatis canned. Also 
when putting jelly in tumblers placo a 
tablespoon in the glass, thon pans in the 
hot folly. Do not be afraid, the glass will 
not breakifsound. Ihave not lost ono 
that way. It saves much trouble in eann- 
ing fruit, For an experiment, put a ton- 
spoon in a tumblor, and rons boiling water 
in, and seo if it will break. 

» Veau Luncu.—Takeo what is loft of cold 
veal from the day before, loave out the fat 
and skin, add some fat of cold ham, chop 
yory fino, add a little grated nutmog, ono 
cup of broad crumbs, six blades of powdor- 
mace, the yellow of a rind of lemon grated, 
two well boaton oggs, a little salt and a 
little cayonne pepper; mix the whole well 
together, and make it in the form of a loaf, 
glazo it over with a boaten ogg, and strew 
over ovyon powdered breadcrumbs or crack- 
ors, and bake half an hour or until it is hot 
through. Have ready the gravy loft from 
tho day before—if not onough$ add water, 
salt and @ little buttor and poppermade hot 


boat up an ogg, and stir it in two or 
three minutes bofore it is taken from the 


firo. Dish the yeal in adeop platter, and 
pour tho gravy over it. Cold chicken or 
turkey may bo cooked in the samo way.

On the afternoon of 
the 26th April Sir Francis Hincks an- 
nounced the abandonment of the duties on 
cont and wheat.

DECEASE OF THE NATIONAL POLICY. 


In 1871 the duties on coal, breadstuffs, 
coarse grains, corn and salt were repealed, 
the members of the Government voting 
against an amendment to retain them. | 

NO PROTECTION FOR FARMERS NEEDED. 

Tn 1872, at Peterboro’, Sir John A. 
Macdonald,in the course of a speech, 
said :— 

“Although we have been without ro- 
siprocity from 1866 until now—althongh 
we have been virtually excluded from the 
markets of the United States, our farmers 
are richoy than ever, and easily find a sale 
for their products in the markets of the 
world, ‘They are increasing their farms 
and improving the breed of thoir live stook. 
In every branch of the agricultural com» 
munity you see they are rising superior to 
the temporary disadvantage caused by the 
loss of the United States markets.’’ 
PROTECTION TO MANUFACTURERS PROMISED. 

At Hamilton, a fow days later, he thus 
alluded to protection to manufacturers :— 

“One of the most important questions 
of the day was the commercial policy of 
the country. He had no hesitation in 
Saying he was in favour of incidental pro- 
tection fo home industry. It was abso- 
lutely necessary, in consequence of the 
great works now in progress, of the rail- 
ways and local improvements that were 
contemplated, that the revenue of the 
country should be increased, and that 
would best be done by customs duties on 
articles imported into the country. Tho 
policy of the Dominion Government was 
to give incidental protection to home in- 
dustry, although he knew they would be 
bitterly opposed by members of the Op- 
position, who were keart and soul in favor 
ot Free Trade. He appealed to the mect-

EVERYBODY TO HAVE WHAT HE\WANTS. 

At Hamiltion, in the same spégch, Sir 
John A, Macdonald said:— 

“We willhave a sufficient pr lectidp for 
-every interest. We will give a sufficient 
protection for every industry, and we will 
be governed by evidence which we will 
carefully [collect and gather regarding 
every manufacture, and every trade. Wo 
will make evezy manufacture, every “in- 
dustry, produce the evidence of what is 
necessary for the purpose of protecting 
them in their prosent struggle into matur- 
ity; and, gentle:ien, that protection will be 
¢-ven them.” 

Yet in spite of all these promises to have 
a “reciprocity of tariffs’ (that is an ayerage 
of about 45 per cent. instead of 174) Sir 
John A. Macdonald says to the free trade 
people of the east :— 

“IT never proposed an INCREASE, but 
only a readjustment of tariffs.” \

“ That this House is of opinion that the 
welfare of Canada requires the adoption of 
a National Policy, which, by a judicious 
readjustment of the tariff, will benefit and 
foster the agricultural, the mining, the 
manufacturing, and other interests of the 
Dominion ; that such a policy will retain 
in Canada thousands of ovr fellow-cuuntry- 
men, now obliged to expatriate themselves 
in search of employment denied them at 
home ; will restore prosperity to our strag- 
gling industries now sosadly depressed ; 
will prevent Canada from boing madea 
sacrifice markot ; will encourage and de- 
volop an active interprovincial trade, and 
moying (as it oifght to do,) in tho direction 
of a reciprocity of tariffs with our neigh- 
bours, so far as the varied interests of Ca- 
nada may demand, ,wi!l tend greatly to 
procure for this country eventually a re- 
ciprocity of trade.” 

In the course of his speoch he said :— 

“ If wo had a protootive system in this 

country * : ; we covld, by 
giving ourmanufacturors a reasonable hold 
on our home trade, attain a high position 
among the nations. a be : 
Our people belieyo that what is {sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gandor, and that 
you cannot hayoa reciprocity in trade 
uithont a reciprocity in tariffs. 

“ There is no wrong ina reciprocity of 
tariff if it isin our jinteroats ; but I, om 
confident that one great object in having 
somothing like a rotalintory in tfade, pou 
will only got itin that way. You have 
tried the polioy of conciliation and humil- 
ination long enough.”
